sponsiMUty of housing and feeding 
(the laborers from the farmers* wives. 
The Association plans to centime 
its work of this kind threu$i the 
Land Service Committee, and In in­ 
stances where there bes bees a de­ 
mand tor labor it has investigated 
certain occupations where business 
Is not so brisk in the fall, with a 
(view of finding where additional la­ 
bor may be secured.
